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REMARKS 

Oath . The Applicant i.s in the process of obtaining a new oath free of the previous 
defects noted by Examiner Gibson in the Non-Final Office Action, 

Claim.s 1-19 . In the Final Office Action, Examiner Gibson rejected pending claims 1-17 
under 35 U.S.C. §103(u) u.s being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,127,947 A to Uchida et al. 
in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,687,587 B2 to Kacel. The Applicant has thoroughly considered 
Examiner Gibson’s remarks concerning the patentability of claims 1-17 over Uchida in view of 
Kacel. The Applicant has also thoroughly read Uchida and Kacel. fo warrant this obviousness 
rejection, there must be .some .suggestion or motivation, either in the references themselves or in 
the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art, to modify Ihe reference or to 
modify Uchida in view of Kacel as proposed by Examiner Gibson. The Applicant traverses this 
obviousness rejection, because there is a lack of a suggestion or motivation to modify Uchida in 
view of Kacel to include ‘ Svhereiit the field service update data includes data selected from a 
aroup consistinti of executable routines, update event triggers, and software module lists ” r>s 
recited in indcpcndenl claims 1,11 and 17. 

Specifically, as shown in FIG. 1, Uchida is premised on storing operating and application 
programs in a ROM 56 and on storing parameters for setting conditions for a speaker 62, an 
illiuninancc sensor 64, a suspension 66, a wiper 68 and a meter 70 in a K^PROM 14. Uchida is 
further premised on updating only the storing piarameters via a telematics unit 17 as shown in 
FIG. 7. See . Uchida at column 13, line 59 to column 14, line 51; and column 19, line 42 to 
column 20, line 36. Thus, it is clear that Uchida intended two separate memories components to 
ensure only the parameters for setting conditions would be updated via telematics unit 1 7. As 
such, Uchida negates any motivation or suggestion to modify Uchida in view of Kacel. 

Withdrawal of the rejection of claims 1-19 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Uchida in view of Kacel is therefore respectfully requested. 
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SUMMARY 

The Applicant respectfully submits that pending claims 1 -1 9 as listed herein fully satisfy 
the requirements of 35 U.S.C. §§ 102, 103 and 1 12. In view of the foregoing, favorable 
consideration and early passage to issue of the present application is respectfully requested.
